DESCRIPTIVE SUMMARY: The Speciad Magter grants the request of the San Carlos
Apache Tribe to extend the time to respond to the memorandum of the United States to June 5,
2006, and extends the time for the United States to file areply to June 30, 2006.

The United States hasfiled alegd memorandum setting forth its arguments regarding the
Court’ s jurisdiction to adjudicate sixteen water rights located within areas on which the United
States and the San Carlos Apache Tribe (“Apache Tribe® or “Tribe’) differ as to the
demarcation of the San Carlos Indian Reservation’s southwest boundary. The Apache Tribe
has requested an extension of thirty days after May 5, 2006, to file a response which is now due
on March 24, 2006.
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The United States has been directed to file a report on or before May 5, 2006,
concerning the locations of the nine springs for which only cadasiral locations are available and
the locations of any of the other springs that have been better ascertained. It would be very
helpful if the report presents as much information as is legaly possble concerning the locations
of the Sixteen sorings at issue.

The United States and the Apache Tribe have been in the process of executing
dipulations addressing the Tribe's objections to the remaining fourteen springs of the thirty
involved in this case. This briefing schedule has had three extensons granted. It is expected that
the United States and the Apache Tribe are speaking with each other about mutudly agreegble
resolutions or next stepsin litigating the remaining issues.

The Apache Tribe avows that the United States does not oppose, and has agreed, to
the Tribe's request for an extension of time subject to the Specid Master’s gpprova. The
Specid Madter finds that there is good cause to grant the requested extension. Further, athough
arequest to extend the time to reply has not been made, it is proper to extend the time for the
United Statesto file areply to June 30, 2006.
